Declaring that Madison , is the 


most backward city in the state 
with regard to fire prevention and 
the condition of rubbish piles in its 
business district is deplorable J. E. 
Kennedy, inspector for the Wiscon- 
sin Association of Mutual Fire In- 
surance companies spoke at a meet- 
ing of the Roxana club last night 
at the Park hotel. 


This carelessness is due to ¥ the 


fact that Madison is the only _city 
in Wisconsin which lacks legisla- 
tion providing a regular system of 
fire inspection he pointed out. 


"Madison's lack of fire Inspection 


has led to numerous fire hazards 
which are a menace to the city," 
said Mr. Kennedy, "the principal 
hazards being: rubbish 
piles of 


boxes and paper found in the base- 
ments of most business houses, pos- 
sibly due to lack of alley space; 
poor chimneys, construted of stove 
pipe and tile, very often in a wood- 
en roof; gas meters which are sup- 
ported by lead pipes, which 
are 


hisily melted in fire or extreme heat 
and liberate gas; and the overload- 
ing of old wiring by electrical »p- 
pliances, such as, curling • irons, 
heating pads, washing machines &nd 
flat" irons, which carry too heavy a 
load for the old wiring."

Property Rights Not Above 
Right to be Free of Restraint 
of Liberty Says Eschweiler 


Supreme Court Justice In Dissenting Opinion In The 


Rodd Case Says He Does Not Fear Judiciary Power 


Will Suffer 


"I do not subscribe to the doc- 


trine which must be the foundation 
of the majority opinion in this case 
that the property rights of a liti- 
gant are superior and paramount to 
the right to be free from unlawful 
restraint of'personal liberty.", 


This is a sentence, from the dis- 


senting opinion filed by 
Justice 


F. C. Eschweiler in the Rodd case 
in the Supreme 
court. 
Justices 


Vinje, Eosehberry, and Jones srtb- 
scribed to the majority opinion 
written by Justice Walter C. Owen 
holding that Sheriff Kodd was fl- 
legally removed by tbe governor. 


The opinion of Judge Bscbweiler 


follows, in part, -as follows: 


"I have no sympathy '-with the 


particular individual here concerned 
who deserved punishment so'' far as 
the law permitted -but whose rig-ht 
to have the punishment stop-where 
the plain letter of the law said that 
it should, was as much entitled to 
consideration as the property rights 
of a litigant to protection. 
The 


possible meriting by the individual 
of the extended 
sentence should 


not be sufficient excuse-for a wan- 
dering- from the straight path of 
the constitution. I do not 'subscribe 
to the doctrine which must be .the 
•foundation of .tte hording.by the ma- 
jority opinion in this- case that .the 
property rights of a litfgant are 
superior and. paramount to' the 
right to be free from unlawful re- 
straint of personal liberty. 
They 


should stand at least on equal foot- 
ing.

"Although the question is only 


discussed and not decided in 
the 


majority opinion, I think that under 
the broad- and general language as 
to the pardoning- power plated by 
the constitution', in .the. hands 'of. the 
executive that a person

for a criminal contempt . may.. ,be 
properly released-from such' con- 
finement by a pardon.. v * *,, * 


"The suggested fea» that -the ju- 


diciary will -be emasculated if it 
-recognizes . the constitutional par- 
doning' power of a co-ordinate 
branch of "the government as ex- 
tending into the field of, commit- 
ments in „ statutory . contempt pro- 
ceedings, does', nat< impress, me ' at 
all. It is like-the myth of .possible 
despotism'arising on' the ruins of 
our liberties",if the power of re- 
moval .from pfficeXis made.easy as 
said by the late -Chief Justice Wins^ 
low in his dissent "in- th'e'. case.,o£ 
Ekern v. 3HcGovem";154vWis.'.15Ti

This fine old hymn is noaring its 
150th birthday. It is so old that 
no one knovs either its author or 
its composer. When tho text-first 
appeared it

with the letter "K". 
Probably it 


was written by George Keith, a 
publisher and book seller in Lon- 
don, who occasionally wrote poems. 
He was the son-in-law of a min- 
ister, and served as clerk in the 
church v.-here a part of his duties 
was the leading- of singing by the 
congregation. The hymn has been 
considerably altered in'.the. course 
of years as various editors have 
touched it.' One of the most inter- 
esting lines is the final one in the 
last stanza with its double negative 
—"I'll never, "no never, no never 
forsake." 
Some editors have felt 
that this, by following our ordinary 
rules in modern English, of a dou- 
ble negative making 'an affirmative, 
servos to reverse the sense instead 
ofi merely emphasizing -it

The modern university is being subjected to 


bitter attack. 
The church people claim that 


the ideas promulgated at the university cause 
the youth to fall away from the church; Mr. 
Bryan and his follov/ers assert that-the pro- 
fessors 
ar.3 more partial 
to experimental 


science and research than to the Bible and 
inspired revelation; the captains of industry 
and conservative politicians accuse the insti- 
tuitiohs of higher learning of turning out rad- 
icals. 


It appears that each of these ^groups wishes 


the boys and girls to complete the university 
course' and return 
home unchanged. 
The 


Protestants and Catholics wish their children 
to come back Protestants and Catholics, the 
Bryanites want the boys and girls to return 
home untouched by their contact with modern 
science and research and the captains of in- 
dustry desire that all students return to the 
world of affairs perfectly content and. happy 
| with the exisiting socio-economic order. 


It is true that many of our colleges and 


universities were established originally to turn 
out Presbyterians, Methodists, Catholics, etc. 
It is also true that some institutions were 
founded to perpetuate certain 
political doc- 


trines. 
But were thes the purposes that th/: 


founders of our modern state universities had 
in mind? 


Did the men who founded the University of 


Wisconsin and do the legislators' who provide 
the appropriations for its continuation desire 
that the university should devote. itself to the 
maintenance of the status quo 1S50 religiously 
scientifically, politically? ,Is there a moral-ob- 
ligation on the part of the faculty that it re- 
turn Jack and Sally not only unchanged by con- 
tact with if but fortified in the opinions and 


i prejudices with which they entered as Fresh- 
men ? 


If such is the case then the university is 


worse than useless and a pure waste of mon- 
ey and energy. 
If the cultivation and intensi- 


fication of ingrowing ignorance is .the social 
purpose of the university then its existence is 
superfluous. -Repeated doses of Billy Sunday, 
Bill Bryan, Bill Taft would fit the boys and 
girls for the desired religious scientific and 
political activities without all this expenditure 
of wealth on investigation and teaching. 


Then why and what is a university? 


men'who realized that an institution of higher 
learning was a dynamic agent in social .pro- 
gress, a radiant point from.which would flow 
the intellectual and spiritual power that would 
aid the state in its onward march. 
The pio- 


neer fathers in this state battling with the 
environing forces to attain a happier and more 
complete adjustment physically; and 'mentally, 
knew that the well stored mind and more ac- 
curate thought processes of the truly educated 
man were essential to continued progress and 
indispensable in a dynamic democracy. 
They 


had visions of a better, a happier state-flow- 
ing from the institution on the hill. That is 
the why of Wisconsin University. 


If the critics of the university, are correct 


as to what it ought to be then the question as 
to "what is a university?" would be compara- 
tively simple. It would be an institution where 
the mouldy bones of the unscientific,.supersti- 
tious past would be rattled about by the pro- 
fessors and exposed to the gaze of gaping 
collegians. 
Sally and Jack would then return 


home fortified in the ignorance of tbe past 
and oblivious of the tremendous progress due 
to the scientific research of the present. 


Happily, however, the modern university 


does not- moon over or worship the ancient. 
It is forward' rather than .backward looking. 
It uses the past only in so far as it aids in 
understanding the present and prepares the 
student for a mor.e complete orientation to 
p.nd a greater command over the physical and 
intellectual forces of the future. 


The faculty of our university has two func- 


tions. 
First and foremost it must strive, to 


push the frontiers of knowle-lge. farther and 
farther into the unknown. It .must sc-arch lift-- 
er such control over forces, material and men- 
tal, as will conduce to a better ordered and 
happier future for the world.' That is the 
job of the research men on the faculty. They 
are the advance guard, the torch .bearers 
marching outward_and onward into the dark- 
ness of the unknown. 
They are "making the 


world of the mind and.spirit.a larger dwelling 
plac^ for 
the 
generations 
yet 
to .come. 


In philosophy and psychology these research 
men are striving to get closer to reality and 
seek a more intimate acquaintance with ' the 
mind itself; in economics they are searching 
for the laws of economic behavior so as to fur- 
nish the knowledge for building a better or- 
dered economic and social life for the state 
and nation; in agriculture they are attempting 
to make two blades of grass grow where one 
grew before; and so it goes all along the line 
of research. It is needless to add that these 
research men are the very heart of the uni- 
versity.

ance to a cause merely because it is repressed

His generous impulss and imagina- 


tion are stirred by what he considers a dirty 
deal. 
Officers should take extreme care not
